34 Japan Church World Service has completed arrangements for five 

Christian families having a total of thirty- -two members to emigrate 
to Ruraguway this month. They will be in a party of thirty-seven 

families leaving Yokohama on the OSK Africa Maru on April 3rd. 

Church World Service assists all the emigrants it can regardless 
pommuicir religious faith, but it is hoped, that-these five ee 
» families mey be only the beginning of a continuing program of a 
® . Sistance to Christians who wish tc find relief from the popular oe 
®. problem. Although primarily intended to relieve the difficult 
; Situation which second and third sons face in rural arcas, because 
‘of conditions laid down by the Brazilian Company, CAFE, which pro- 
_ vides for their livelihood and employment, it was possible to send 
only family units having at least four able-bodied members. 
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: The Revs Kentaro Buma, Associate General pecrebany of Japan 
p Church World Service, has been responsible for successfully negotia- 
* ting the details of the project. Last yaur he attended the World 
Conference of the Division of Interchurch Aid and Service to 
Refugees of the WCC in Geneva and then proceeded to Rio de Janeiro 
'and the United States. In Brazil he investigated the situation of 
Japanese immigrants and concluded-arrangements with the Rio office 
_Of the World Council of Churches for the project. Financial assist- 
* ance for his trip was received from WCC. In Japan the Association 
~ of Japanese Overseas Migrants and the Japanese Government have 
given aid and counsel. Church World Service will provide clothing, 
food, and Bibles for the party when the ship reaches Los Angeles. 
Another group of thirteen families departs on the May 15 for the 
/ same destination. This project is an outszrowth of a proposal from 
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the International Helations Committee of the NCC presented to the 
bvanston Meeting of the WCC.

The 
Gdiscuasions indicated tiat many of ons a present feel that they 
have teached the point where they should no longer be dependent on 
western theological thought and leadership but should develop an 
‘Asia approach to Christian Theology. 


Dy. Kuwada feels that Christian tnought is not geographically 
‘Givisible, Bue he believes that Japanese seholars can make their 
— distinct contribution in this field. A proposal to establish 
advanced institution for theological studies somewners in Asia, 
perhaps in Indie or Japan, was greeted with erthusiasn. A total 

of 69 delegates, including about 25 missio narics, from 18 countries 
Were present. The conPeredee was financed by the Nanking Seminary 
Foundation.
